nvn i ayroU to the House un-Am erican ac­ 
tivities com mittee’s payroll. She was listed 
as clerk and typist for the committee and 
was supposed to belli expose un-Am erican 
activities. How she could do this w hile li v ­ 
ing in Allendale, N. J., is difficult to under­ 
stand. 
H ow ever, tho congressman did not hesi­ 
tate to use part of th'* salary paid out b> 
the un-Am erican activities committee for 
supposedly bona fide employees, to pay his 
own personal bills. 
That is another chapter in the record of 
tnt* N ew Jersey congressman who poses as 
one of the greatest examples of good Am er­ 
icanism in our nation. 
Note 
It is against the law for any gov­ 
ernment official to require a government 
employee to kick back a salary.
